a server, wherein the server comprises an update message generator; 

a dynamically addressed router coupled to the server, wherein the dynamically addressed 
router translates the source address of the update message to a current address of the dynamically 
addressed router; and 

a DNS, wherein the DNS comprises a proxy, wherein the proxy changes the source 
address of thf^ npHate mes<;?^ge to ?in y^HHress of the provy^ n destination address nf the update 
message to an address of the DN S! and a host address of the npdate message to the current 
address of the dynamirally addresses router^ wher ein the changed npdate message is sent to the 

DNSj wherein an a i-ii i i ent address of the dynamically addressed router stored in the DNS is 
npdated with utilizing the source host address of the update message. 

6. (Original) The system of claim 5, wherein the update message generator creates 
an update message at a predetermined time interval, wherein a source address of the update 
message is an address of the server. 

7. (Original) The system of claim 5, wherein the update message generator creates 
an update message when an address of the dynamically addressed router changes.

(a) creating an update message by an update message generator residing on the server, 
wherein a source address of the update message is an address of the server; 

(b) translating the source address of the update message to a current address of the 
dynamically addressed router;
